When BBS Was King 


There was a time, a time before AOL, before Prodigy, before CompuServe, a time 
when computers were young and mankind was pure. BBS was king and printers 
were dot matrix. Wiki tells us: 


A bulletin board system or BBS is a computer 
server running software that allows users to connect to the system 
using aterminal program. Once logged in, the user can perform 
functions such as uploading and downloading software and _ data, 
reading news and bulletins, and exchanging messages with other users 
through email, public message boards, and sometimes _ via 
direct chatting. Many BBSes also offer on-line games in which users can 
compete with each other, and BBSes with multiple phone lines often 
provide chat rooms, allowing users to interact with each other. Bulletin 
board systems were in many ways a precursor to the modern form of 
the World Wide Web, social networks, and other aspects of the Internet. 
Low-cost, high-performance modems drove the use _ of online 
services and BBSes through the early 1990s. Infoworld estimated that 
there were 60,000 BBSes serving 17 million users in the United States 
alone in 1994, a collective market much larger than major online 
services such as CompuServe. 


The introduction of inexpensive dial-up internet service and 
the Mosaic web brow-ser offered ease of use and global access that BBS 
and online systems did not provide, and led to a rapid crash in the 
market starting in 1994. Over the next year, many of the leading BBS 
software providers went bankrupt and tens of thousands of BBSes 
disappeared. Today, BBSing survives largely as a nostalgic hobby in 
most parts of the world, but it is still an extremely popular form of 
communication for Taiwanese youth and in China. 


Travel with us now back to those heady times of 1990, when a young Blackledge 
with handle Sigman had not yet reached his majority and had not yet met (on a 
BBS) the woman known as Starshine. BBS provided an interactive presence, an 
opportunity for students and hobbyists to exchange ideas that is captured here with 
only a modicum of editing (you will soon note that 1990 was well before spell 
check).

A Bit on BBSes 


As described elsewhere, my formal academic training in the 60s was_ in 
mathematics, and when | arrived at my first ‘real’ Air Force job, | was handed a 3” x 
5” by %” booklet entitled “How to Program in FORTRAN”. By Life was changed 


forever. Computers were big, both in metaphysical terms and in physical terms, and 
“personal” was not part of the lexicon. 


So when son David got into the BBS world in 1990, | did not understand this 
concept. | was even a bit concerned. “Who owns the computer you are dialing into? 
Why would someone do this?“ Well, David explained, some SysOps (each 
administrator for his or her BBS) would request users to send in a few dollars every 
month; and some subset of users perhaps did. But it was really a hobby, done for 
the love of the technology. Since it's just phone lines, and usually only a single line, 
users like David might spend 30 minutes to an hour redialing a busy number to 
connect as soon as the previous user disconnected. 


As Benj Edwards, a former sysop, explains in his The Atlantic.com piece [2016-11- 
04T10:27:00-04:00] The Lost Civilization of Dial-Up Bulletin Board Systems: 


BBSes once numbered in the tens of thousands in North America. These mostly text- 
based, hobbyist-run services played a huge part in the online landscape of the 1980s 
and ‘90s. Anyone with a modem and a home computer could dial-in, often for free, 
and interact with other callers in their area code. 


Then the internet came along in the mid-1990s. Like a comet to the dinosaurs, it 
upended the natural order of things and wiped BBSes out. My system was one of the 
casualties, a victim of the desire to devote all my online time to the internet. The 
same scenario repeated itself on thousands of computers across the country until, one 
by one, the brightest lights of the BBS world blinked out of existence. 


And what did David see on his Commodore 64 screen in March of 1990? “My reality 
was a 40-character wide screen with an additional 5-10 characters worth of margin 
on either side of the screen to account for overscan on different TV models. The 
C=64 didn't use all the available TV space except by assigning a "border color" to 
the space. Later on | used a technology-stretching bit of software to get me the 
same 80 character width of others, but it was really hard to read on the C=64. As 
for the 40 character limit on the C=64, when | read the posts, they all wrapped to 
40 characters on my screen since that was my visible limit. | likely didn't notice any 
difference until | printed it out.” 


It was a different world. Benj Edwards includes some screen shots of BBSes (which 
look somewhat like early MindCraft screens with their boxy pixel representations), 
but for the full flavor, you might consider some of the YouTube videos of a 
Commodore 64 modem handshaking at 1200 baud or a 300 Baud connect to a dial up bbs 
using a Commodore 64 to provide a sense of the audio and visual world of 1990s BBS. Benj 
Edwards: 


The first BBS came to life in 1978 during a particularly bad Chicago blizzard. Its 
inventors, Ward Christensen and Randy Suess, wanted a way to keep up with their 
computer club without having to gather together in person. So they figured out a way 
to do it with computers. 


The resulting software, called CBBS, allowed personal-computer owners with 
modems to dial-in to a dedicated system and leave messages that others would see 
later, when they, in turn, dialed up the BBS. People could, in theory, call BBSes 
anywhere, but since they'd have to pay for long-distance, they tended to stay local. 


The BBS concept was a digital version of a push-pin bulletin board that might flank a 
grocery store entrance or a college student union hallway. 


As David says, “Anyone willing to pay for the phone connection to that person's 
house could connect to the board (long distance was possible, and a complaint I'd 
heard of from people who live e.g. in Rio Ranch and trying to call a Edgewood BBS. 
The younger friend who ran a C=64 BBS and started getting into questionable 
activities had his questionable friends set him up with a 1-800 number for them to 
call his board from around the country or world).” 


The BBS world continued to evolve, and dragged its happy users with it: “1200 
baud is the speed of the modem connection, roughly 120 characters per second (3 
lines of text on the C=64). | started out with 150-300 baud which a good touch 
typist could beat, later got to 1200, 2400, 9600, and eventually got to the 56k baud 
modems (which in reality were about 28k baud over most phone lines).. 


David tells us for these transcriptions: "Lr:" appears to be the "last reply" date. (as 
a UI [User Interface] designer it's interesting to note the 2-character labels they 
used for everything including "On" for "date" and "By" for "author"). Any of the 
fancy symbols are likely color changes... so "By" is in one color (the f-like symbol), 
the "R" before the reply number is another color change... and the "O-like" symbol 
at the end of them is another color change from the body to the next message. ... 
and the "Uhhh wellll" thing before the first message is the thread's subject. 


In the printout, note that each user is listed first in the transmission: By: THE LIZARD 
KING-HJ11 
Most likely the code [HJ11] after the name [THE LIZARD KING] is the system ID for 
that handle.
